Public Service Co. Net In- 
come $134,857 as Com- 


pared With 379,183 in 
1947 Period. 


Net income of the Public Serv- 
ice Ca, from its bus and streetcar 
service was 70.4 per cent higher 
in the first quarter of this year 
than in the corresponding period 
last year, a report yesterday dis- 
closed; It increased from $79,183 
to $134,857. 

On an annual basis, the net in- 
come, available for dividends, for 
the first three months of 194 
would be equivalent to 36.19 cents 
a share of stock. This compares 
with 21.25 cents for the same 
period last year. There are. of 
course, some seasonal fluctuations 
in the transit business, For all of 
last year the actual earnings were 
37.12 cents a share. Nearly half 
of the stock, which has par value 
of 50 cents ‘a share, is held by 
National City Lines, Ine. of Chi- 


cago. 

Public Service paid a dividend 
of 12% cents a share for the first 
quarter of 1948, aggregating $186,- 
292 on the 1,490,338 shares of stock 
listed at the close of 1947. As net 
income was only $134,857, the dis- 
bursement. included $51,435 from 

surplus accumulated during the 
war years. Dividends last year 
totaled $1 a share, on which the 
excess over earnings also was 
drawn from surplus. The 1947 net 
income was $553,307. 

Last July, the Missouri Public 
Service Commission allowed the 
company to increase the prices of 
its passes, used by a large propor- 
tion of riders. These increases 
averaged about 20 per cent. Last 
month, the commission, which has 
pending a general study of the 
company’s rate situation, permit- 
ted abandonment of the four-for- 
35-cent fare tokens. 

The effect of the increases last 
year is reflected in the quarterly 
report. Gross operating revenue 
for the first quarter of this year 
was $6,631,598, an increase of 2.3 
per cent over the corresponding 
period of 1947. Conversely, how- 
ever, the number of revenue miles 
operated in the quarter decreased 
by 1.7 per cent. 

Operating expenses for the last 
three months were $6,357,838, an 
increase of only .9 of I per cent. 
However, the number of employes 
was cut from 4214 in the first 
quarter of last year to 3872 in the 
first quarter of this year, a de- 
crease of 8.1 per cent. As a result, 
the payroll fell 4.3 per cent, to 
$3.069,400.

Produce dealers estimated there 
would be a 24-hour supply on hand 
Tuesday when the strike ia sched- 
uled to start. They explained that 
embargoes placed by many rall- 
roads last week on’ shipment of 
perishables prevented the building 
up of warehouse stocks. Most of 
the fresh vegetables on the St. 
Louis market at this time of year 
comeg by rail from the south and 
west. Citrus fruits are carried in 
special refrigerated shipments 
from California, Texas and 
Florida. 

“We have some extra supplies 
on hand today and will have by 
next Tuesday,” one wholesale 
dealer said, “but our warehouses 
will be clean by jo canenday, if the 


strike comes off. 


Will Send ‘Out Trucks. 

J. W. Stevens, field secretary of 
the Individual Retail Grocers & 
Meat Dealers Association of St. 
Louis, announced that his group 
is working out plans to send 
trucks into surrounding farm 
areas for fresh vegetables and 
produce to prevent a total ab- 
sence of these items on store 
shelves. 

“There are plenty of farms with 
produce for sale close to St. 
Louis,” Stevens said. “We will 
take as many trucks as we can 
get and send them out into those 
areas for fresh food. 

A spokesman for the Chester- 
field Co-operative Producers As- 
sociation, in St. Louis county, 
pointed out that the search for 
fresh produce would have to be 
made at a considerable distance 
from St. Louis, because of the 
early season of the year. Live- 
stock and poultry is available in 
the county, but there are only 
early lettuce, radishes and spin- 
ach and a limited number of hot- 
house tomatoes, 

Austin C. Knetzger, manager ‘of 
the Association of Team and 
Truck Owners, said he did not 
think many trucks would be 
available for such work in the 
event of a rail strike. He sug- 
gested the grocers association use 
wholesale produce dealers’ trucks 
as much as possible. 

Stevens said his group was 
making the plans for bringing 
fresh food to St. Louis to prevent, 
as far as possible; any increase in 
price that might result from a 
short supply. 

Meanwhile, 12 railroads operat- 
ing in and out of St, Louis have 
announced embargoes on the ship- 
ment of perishable foods, lve- 
stock and live poultry in carload, 
or less than carload lots. 

The Missouri Pacific, Missouri- 
Kansas-Texas and the Louisville & 
Nashville stopped accepting per- 
ishable shipments Friday. Em- 
bargoes by other lines and the 
effective times follow: Frisco and 
Wabash, 6 p.m. Friday; South- 
ern and Baltimore & N 1 a.m. 
yesterday; Cheese & Ohio, 
12:59 a.m, today; den 1 Belt, Chi- 
cago & Eastern Tilinois and and Gulf, 
Mobile & Ohio and Burlington 
a.m, today.

34 DAYS AFTER 
FALL FROM BIKE 


Mother and Father Alternate 
in Sitting With Him at 
Hospital.

Darrell Mullins of Farmington, 
Mo., will be 11 years old tomorrow 
but no birthday celebration has 
been planned for him. For the 
past 34 days Darrell has been in 
a coma at St. Louis Children's 
Hospital. 

The boy struck his head on the 
pavement when he fell from his 
bicycle as he swerved to avoid 
a small girl while riding down a 
Farmington sidewalk last April 5. 
At first he appeared uninjured, 
That night, however, he lapsed 
into unconsciousness and his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. B. C. Mullins, 
rushed him to a hospital at Bonne 
Terre. 

Physicians at Bonne Terre ad- 
vised immediate transfer to Chil- 
dren’s Hospital. One doctor ac- 
companied Darrell in the ambu- 
lance and gave him artificial res- 
piration on the way. The boy has 
had one operation since his arrival 
but his condition remains un- 
changed. His parents have been 
told that, even if he does recover, 
he will not be norma). 

Mullins, a laborer, said yester- 
day he has given up special 
nurses and he and his wife alter- 
nate beside their son’s bed. Resi- 
dents of Farmington and some of 
Darrelf’s classmates in the fifth 
grade have sent money and gifts 
to his son. Mullins said.

Plan to Burn City 


Rubbish Delayed 


Because of Criticism by Officials 


Public Service Board Defers Contract for In- 
cinerator Specifications Objection That 


System Woul 


d Pollute Air. 


Criticism of the proposal to 
burn rubbish in two large inciner- 
ators, under the city’s proposed 
rubbish collection and disposal 
plans, has caused the Board of 
Public Service to defer signing 
a contract with a Chicago firm of 


engineers to draw plana and speci- | 


fications for the incinerators, the 
Post-Dispatch learned yesterday. 

The criticism was directed at 
the proposal by Smoke Commis- 
sioners James H. Carter and Sani- 
tation Engineer Robert M. Brown 
in reports to their respective de- 
partmental superiors, Director of 
Public Safety Charles J. Riley and 
Director of Public Welfare Henry 
S. Caulfield. 

Both directors are members of 
the five-man Board of Public 
Service which must approve con- 
tracts for public improvements. 
The board approved a contract 
last Tuesday with the engineering 
firm of Greeley & Hansen to make 
Plans and specifications for the 
the two incinerators, but the 
president of the board, Milton M. 
Kinsey, was directed to delay sign- 
ing the contract pending addition- 
al discussion on the subject. The 
deferring action was taken at the 
request of Riley and Caulfield 
who had received reports from 
their subordinates questioning the 
advisability of action without Yur- 
ther study. 


Little Consultation. 

It has/been known that the 
Smoke Division, headed by Car- 
ter, and the Health Division, in 
which Brown is employed, have 
been disturbed because plans for 
the rubbish disposal have pro- 
ceeded without much consultation 
with either division. 

In a report to Riley, Carter said 


that a smokeless type of inciner- 
ator would be installed. He said 
that while there were incinerators 
which do operate smokelessly, 
there “are others, while claimed 
to operate smokelessly, do not do 
so and emit much more smoke 
than would be approved in St. 
Louis.“ 
Carter added that, even when 
little or no visible smoke is 
emitted from the stacks, the gas- 
eous product of combustion of the 
refuse will still be discharged into 
the city’s atmosphere.” 
Because of the nature of the 
material burned, Carter said these 
gases could be accompanied by ob- 
jectionable odors. 

Even an odorless discharge of 


gases from the stack will dis- 
tribute large quantities of con- 
densation ‘nuclei which assist in 
the formation of fog and haze, and 
aid in creating generally dis- 
agreeable 3 conditions,“ 
Carter said. 

Pointing out that air pollution 
has been considered the “No, 1 
problem facing the city today,” 
Carter remarked that “it would be 
nothing short of foolhardy to pro- 
ceed blithely with the erection of 
| two large incinerators, one at each 
end of the city, unless the most 
(exhaustive study had definitely 
proven that no other method of 
disposal is feasible.” 

Brown who said the sanitary 
land-fill method of all rubbish 
and garbage disposal would be 
more efficient and less costly, 
said he disagreed “that incinera- 
tion is a method of choice at this 
time for the disposal of even 
combustible rubbish.” ’ 

The proposed plan of the city 
contemplates the expenditure of 


$2,000,000 for the construction of 
the two incinerators and would 
require the householder to keep 
three separate containers, one 
each for garbage, noncombustible 
and combustible rubbish. Gar- 
bage would be collected as at 
present and disposed of through 
the city’s grinding plant into the 
sewer system. Noncombustible 
rubbish would be hauled to quar- 
ries or disposed of in land-fills. 

Brown said the incinerator con- 
struction and operation costs are 
very high. In spite of careful 
operation of incinerators,” he 
said, “ we can anticipate occur- 
rences of atmospheric pollution 
from smoke, odors, gases, ashes 
and cinders.” 

He, too, called attention to the 
St. Louis problem of atmospheric 
pollution and said, “It would be 
well to guard against making any 
new installation which might add 
to the existing difficulty.” 

Brown urged that disposal by 
the sanitary land-fill method be 
given an immediate trial in St. 
Louis. 

1944 Report Recalled. 

Carter in his report to Riley 
called attention to a survey made 
by Carter in 1944 of methods em- 
ployed by other cities in disposing 
of rubbish. He recalled that many 
cities which had employed incin- 
erators in the past were abandon- 
ing them in favor of the landfill 
method of rubbish disposal, 

“As an official with several 
years’ experience in the enforce- 
ment of ordinance regulatory pro-

criticism about requiring three 
separate containers at each house-

Carter added: It is axiomatic 
that the more annoyance and ex- 
pense imposed upon the individual 
citizen by an ordinance, the more 
difficulty will be experienced in 
its enforcement.” |. 

Riley and Caulfield have dis- 
tributed copies of the report to 
each member of the Board of 
Public Service for study.

And ‘tek Go Under the Hammer 


Auctioneers Hope to Get $250,000 for Rari- 
ties and Rubbish—Hope Diamond 
Not for Sale.

WASHINGTON, May 8 (AF) — 
One of the world’s strangest sales 
started today. 

Auctioneers bustled into the 
cluttered rooms of Friendship, the 
hilltop home of the late Evalyn 
Walsh McLean. In the next week 
they will sell a lot of treasures 
and a lot of rubbish—for about 
— . hope. 

Mrs. McLean, who died a year 
ago, owned such things as the 
fabulous Hope diamond, a 44-carat 
affair, and a museum full of Knick- 
nacks. The diamond is not for sale. 


Evalyn Walsh, born in a log 
cabin, so poor she yearned for a 
slate with red trimming, became 
a giver of great parties, so. rich 
that one party, for her son Jock 
when he reached 21, cost her $50,- 
000. This was made possible by 
her father, Tom Walsh, who found 
a gold mine in Colorado.

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U.S. Discounts Russian 

Statement It Intends to 

Pull Troops Out of Its 
Zone. 


By ROY ROBERTS 
SEOUL (Sunday), May 9 (AP) 
Communist terrorism, arson and 
sabotage, aimed at wrecking 
Monday’s election, hit South Korea 
this weekend as expected. 


Timed with the outbreaks was 
a Russian announcement of plans 
to abandon the occupation of 
North Korea immediately. The 
Soviet commander frankly said 
his move was an attempt to make 
American troops withdraw from 
(South) Korea simultaneously.“ 
American military authorities 
said, however, there were no indi- 
cations the Russians were ac- 
tually packing. One called it “just 
another propaganda shot” by the 
Russians. 

The Americans have rejected 
previous Soviet proposals for si- 
multaneous withdrawal on the 
ground that this would hand all 
Korea over to the Russian-organ- 
‘ized North Korean army. 

Timed as American officials 
had predicted, Lt. Gen. G. P. 
Korotkoy, Soviet occupation com- 
mander, made his “withdraw the 
troops” bid. 

The North Korean radio broad- 
cast a letter from Korotkov to 
Kim Doo Bong, a leader of the 
so-called North Korean People’s 
Committee.

The fighting has been 
vicious, with rifles, swords, knives, 
spears, clubs ahd even stones as 
weapons. Many victims have been 
dismembered. 
More violence was expected, but 
Maj. Gen. William F. Dean, mili- 
tary governor of South Korea, 
declared in a press statement: 
am determined that an an- 
archic minority shall not prevent 
the majority of the Korean people 
from voting. 
“Communists will not be allowed 
to hamper election officials in 
their work. The free atmosphere 
of the election will be maintained. 
“Violators of peace and order 
will be dealt with severely.” 
He urged Koreans to show the 
world by a heavy vote that “Com- 
munist tactics of fear, terror and 
murder have failed again.”

CALLED ‘SQUEEZE’ 


WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP)— 
American officials said today the 
Russian report of “arrangements” 
to withdraw Soviet troops from 


North Korea was strictly a 
squeeze play against the United 
States and not designed to hasten 
the creation of an independent 
democratic Korean nation. Two 
Russian motives were speculated 
on here: 

1. If the Soviets merely talk 
about preparations to withdraw 
their troops, but do not actually 
withdraw them, they probably 
hope to embarrass the United 
States by trying to prove that 
this country wants to prolong 
its Korean occupation. 

2. If they actually pull out 
their troops, American authori- 
ties believe they will do so in 
the conviction that trained 
Korean Communists will be able 
to take over the country and 
add it to the list of Soviet sat- 
ellites. 

One American informant said 
the United States has been on 
record consistently as intending 
to withdraw as soon as conditions 
permit, He said those plans will 
not be altered by Soviet maneuv- 
ers. 

Korea is regarded here as hav- 
ing considerable strategic impor- 
tance to the Soviet Union. It is 
the part of Asia which points 
most directly at the heart of 
Japan where American influence

A N India free and independent may well 
be more truly a part of our western

ASEBALL is big business. L. S. (Lar- 
ry) McPhail sold his one-third interest 
in the New York Yankees for $2,000,- 
Robert E. Hannegan and associates 
paid Sam Breadon and other stockholders 
$4,000,000 for the St. Louis Cardinals, at a 
time when the club had $2,100,000 cash in 
its treasury. That’s a $10,000,000 valuation 
on two baseball clubs. There are 16 clubs in 
the major leagues, several about as valuable 
as the Yankees and most of them rating 


gan from President Truman's Cabinet. 

Like any big business, baseball js run es- 
sentially in terms of income, expenses and 
profits. There are, however, several unique 
complexities to the enterprise. 

Gate receipts constitute the chief source 
of income for a ball tlub, Profits are made 
occasionally by finding players when they 
are young, developing them and. selling the 
surplus talent, but a club’s prosperity de- 
pends largely on the cash customers it can 
attract. 

Customers are filling the ballparks this 
year. For the National League as a whole 
it looks like another boom year like last, 
when more than 10,000,000 fans paid their 
money at the ticket windows. Some 2,761,- 
246 persons paid to see the Cardinals alone. 

Ticket prices range from 75 cents in the 
bleachers, to $2.25 for a box seat, General 
admission, unreserved, is $1.35. Home and 
visiting clubs divide the receipts, the home 
club getting the larger share, In the Na- 
tional League, the visiting club is paid 23% 
cents on each general admission, for in- 
stance. That leaves 78.1 cents for the home 
club, after 21 cents goes to the Federal Gov- 
ernment for tax, 2.1 cents to the state and 
5.3 cenfs to the city. The National League 
itself also takes five cents eut of each gen- 
eral admission. The home club’s share is 
even larger in the case of reserved and box 
seat admissions. 

In the American League the visiting club 
gets a slightly larger share — 28 cents on 
each general admission. 

Expenses of a ball club are varied and 
substantial. The payroll for players is the 
largest item, amounting in the case of the 
Cardinals to about $300,000 a year. In 
addition, salaries must be paid to office per- 
sonnel, spread in the case of the Cardinals 
over an organization including 19 minor 
league or farm clubs, which are necessary to 
develop replacements on the playing field as 
stars lose skill with age. Then there is

Ik a club is fortunate enough to have 
more good players than it needs substantial 
profit can be made by selling to less fortu- 
nate clubs. In each of two years the Card- 
inals sold surplus talent for more than 
$350,000 without impairing the efficiency 
of their team. The Chicago Cubs paid the 
Cardinals $185,000 and players to boot for 
Dizzy Dean. The Giants paid $175,000 for 
Catcher Walker Cooper. The St. Louis 
Browns sold Vernon Stephens, Jack Kramer, 
Ellis Kinder, Bob Muncrief, Walter Jud- 


of $425,000, receiving also a number of 
younger players. 

Baseball has been on the boom in the en- 
tertainment field in recent years, with night 
games as an added attraction, and new 
money has been attracted to the business. 
One of the success stories of the lush post- 
war years was the MacPhail operation with 
the Yankees. He put up $200,000 in a deal 
whereby he, Dan Topping and Del Webb 


purchased the Yankees for less than $3,- 
000,000. At the close of the 1947 season 
MacPhail sold his interest to Topping and 
Webb for $2,000,000. He was able to retire 
with a neat profit, as he paid tax on capital 
gain, instead of income. 

The Hannegan purchase of the Cardinals 
is described in financial circles as one of 
the smoothest ever arranged in any busi- 
ness.

Stimson 
also had been a low-tariff man, and, later, 
had ‘supported warmly Cordell Hull's re- 
ciprocal trade agreements.

Socialism is growing, but the govern- 
ment’s recently-announced industrial -policy 
is moderate, on the British pattern, Only 
a few basic industries are to be nationalized; 
private enterprise is given a wide field. At 


Nor can it always be sald that a firm stand 
will prevent war. 

Stimson later fayored such a firm stand 
against Japan. In a memorandum Oct. 2, 
1940, Stimson had declared that when the 
United States indjpates by clear language 
and bold actions that she intends to carry 
out a clear and affirmative policy in the 
Far East, Japan will yield. ...” 

In his memoirs, however, Stimson ad- 
mitted The theory of this memorandum 
was not borne out by events. When the 
United States at last became genuinely 
firm, the Japanese did not yield. . To 
be certainly effective a firm policy would 
have had to begin much earlier.“ 

One of the first chances to stand firm 
against Germany certainly came when the 
German forces occupied the n in 
March, 1936. 

Col. Gen. Franz Halder told his Amed 
captors that the German high command op- 
posed this move. Germany certainly was 
not prepared for war, and Churchill says 
without qualification that a firm stand by 
the French at this point would have meant 
not only German withdrawal from the 
Rhineland, but that “a check would have 
been given to (Hitler’s) pretensions which 
might well have proved fatal to his rule.” 

Such a stand was not taken, however, for 
one reason because France was given no 
support by the Baldwin Government in 
Britain — and for another, because the 
United States was still standing aloof from 
Europe. This American aloofness, which 
went variously by the names of isolation, 
neutrality and non-intervention, had begun 
with the failure of America to participate in 
the League of Nations and had continued, 
with some exceptions, until Pearl Harbor. 

One interesting exception to American 
aloofness occurred in 1938, when, it would 
appear, a firm stand against Hitler still 
might have been taken in time. It is re- 
vealed by Churchill that Sumner Welles, 
then Under Secretary of State, visited the 
British Ambassador in Washington to con- 
vey President Roosevelt's cdnfidential mes- 
sage proposing that peace-loving govern- 
ments send representatives: to Washington 
to discuss “the iti of the interna- 
tional situation.” 

Chamberlain by then was British Prime 
Minister. His reply was that although he 
appreciated the offer, such efforts had bet- 
ter be postponed. Appeasement already 
held British policy In tow. Had Chamber- 
lain decided otherwise, it is Churchill's 
opinion that “no event could have been 
more likely to stave eff, or even prevent 
war than the arrival of the United States in 
the circle of European hates and fears.” 


Diplomacy’s Final Hope 
Is For Agreement With Russia. 


By the time of the crisis over the German 
grab of Czechoslovakia, later in 1938, the 
whole structure of world collective security 
was ready for demolition. After Chamber- 
lain’s surrender to German demands at 
Munich every nation began to scramble for 
itself. The story of that dark period in 
Europe is told by Grigore Gafencu, who 
then was Romania’s Foreign Minister, in 
his recent book, “Last Days of Europe.” ’ 

To the little nations of Europe: “So far 
as the Americans and the Russians were 
concerned, the former were far distant, the 
latter uncertain.“ 

Britain, too late, gave military guaran- 
tees to Poland and to Romania. Hitler, 
Gen. Halder later said, was absolutely con- 
fident that Britain would not honor her 

guarantees if Germany invaded Poland. 
Hitler, as it turned out, was wrong. 

Meanwhile one more chance to save the 
peace was offered. In April, 1939, Russia 
formally urged creation of a united front 
of Britain, France and U.S. S. R. against Ger- 
many. If Chamberlain had accepted, 
Churchill believes “Parliament would have 
approved, Stalin would have understood, 
and history might have taken another 
course.. . . Instead, there was a long silence 
while half-measures and judicious compro- 
mises were being prepared.” Stalin then 
replaced Litvinov, who had been the Rus- 
sian champion of collective security, with 
Molotov, the Soviets signed the pact with 
Hitler and war followed. 

Against the background of these diplo- 
matic errors current policy can be read. The 
United States refused to join the League of 
Nations; we have joined the United Na- 
tions. Under Hoover, as Stimson has pointed 
out, we refused even to agree to consult 
with European nations in event of a breach 
of the Kellogg Pact. 


The notion of collective security behind 
this move is that if we and Western Europe 
can present Russia with a united front, 
making a firm stand, Stalin and the men 
around him will not be tenipted to further 
aggression. The pattern ‘of Western di- 
plomaey is based on the hope that real 
agreement between East and * might 
then be possible.

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Everybody's Liberal Now 


As the 1948 presidential year unfolds toward 
its eventual scenes of party conventions and gen- 
eral elections, the sovereign voter teh an 
unusual spectacle. 

Aspirants bearing the label of Liberals are con- 
tending for the Democratic nomination. Others 
whose liberalism is proclaimed in lettering ‘of 
equal size are competing for the Republican 
nomination. And liberalism being too bulky, too 
dynamic—and possibly too many things—to be 
contained in as few as two parties, it is being 
espoused by still a third party, purveying the 
only guaranteed liberalism, of which hone is 


genuine without the signature. 


Stassen's liberalism leads him to believe that 
Russia is a threat to Western Europe, Taft's lib- 
eralism leads him to believe-that Russia is only 
a threat to Eastern Europe, and Wallace's liber- 
alism leads him to believe that Russia isn’t a 
threat to any of Europe at all. 

By means of liberalism of their own brands, 
Truman and Taft favor public housing, and 
Stassen is opposed to it. Not even on an issue 
as practical and down-to-earth as the taxation of 
oleomargarine can two professed liberals travel 
by way of their common political faith to a 
single goal. Taft favors repeal of these taxes 
and Stassen doesn’t, 

That. two stalwart liberals, backed by other 
stalwart Uberals on each side, will eventually 
fight it out for the Presidency on opposing plat- 
forms of liberalism, seems as table as it is 
implausible. 

Why this rush to grasp the banner of liberal- 
ism and wave it aloft? Why doesn’t someone 
say brusquely, I'm an Unliberal, I favor the 
Status Quo, and if possible I'd like to go back 


and retrieve a few old Status Quos and be for 


them too.” Why doesn’t anyone say it? Every- 
body knows it’s in more than one head, and al- 
most everybody knows whose. 

The reason seems to be that opposing improve- 
ment of the general lot is usually profitable in 
some way to the ones who are doing the oppos- 
ing, but it isn’t a nice-looking thing to do. And 
liberalism, by the nearest to an agreed-on defini- 
tion, is concerned with the continuing improve- 
ment of the lot of mankind. 

Sometimes liberals’ objectives haven't seemed 
too liberal, as when in the middle of the seven- 
teenth century the demand for manhood suffrage 
in England didn’t go so far as to claim the ballot 
for wage earners and paupers. Liber has 
taken limited objectives and moved on to new 
and less limited ones. 

Sometimes liberalism's leadership has ap- 
peared odd in the light of a later time, as when 
in the eighteenth century it was the capitalist 
manufacturers who were in revolution against an 
old order. They were liberals because inventive 
genius had given them an opportunity to over- 
throw feudalism and its cottage crafts with a 
new order of mass production and world-wide 
trade. Their idol was Adam Smith, and today 


men still bewitched by Smith’s anachronistic doc- 


trines insist that they are the only true libefals. 

Sometimes liberals have not retained their 
liberalism when it had satisfied their self- 
interest. They have presented such grotesque 
pictures as that of capitalist manufacturers, 
raised to power by revolutionary liberalism, be- 
coming the target of liberal efforts to stop the 
kidnapping of children for labor supply. 

But as James Truslow Adams says, the whole 
tendency toward freedom in America... has 


built up a tradition of what we would now desig- 


nate as liberalism,’ that 18, a lack of, confjning 
restriction in life and thought.” No ca te 
for office would care to put himself on record 
against a proposition like that, not even one 
whose life and thought were just one confining 
restriction after another. 

So the liberal candidate, the . 
candidate, the reactionary candidate, and the 
candidate who isn’t necessarily any of these, but

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Real Friend of Coal Miners 

One change in Washington which is all to the 
good is the promotion of John. J. V. Forbes to 
succeed Danie} Harrington as chief of the Health 
and Safety Division of the United States Bureau 
of Mines.

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Nonpartisan Court Plan at Work 

For his fourth appointment to the Circuit 
bench in Missouri, Gov, Donnelly chose a Demo- 
crat (Thomas R. Hunt of Jackson county) from a 
recommended field of two Democrats and one 


Republican. Since his previous judicial ap- 
pointees were Democrats, this gives the Gover- 
nor an all-Democratic record in this aspect of 
his administration, In the preceding term, Re- 
publican Forrest C. Donnell made six appoint- 
ments and in every instance he named a 
Republican. 3 

Does this mean that the nonpartisan court 
plan is not working as its founders intended? 
To say this would be to give the wrong emphasis 


entirely. What is important is not so much the

filiations, but that he be confronted, in every in- 
stance, with a field of three good choices, as 
nominated by the offielal bar commission of the 
Judicial Circuit in which the vacancy is to be 
filled. 

That is where the nonpartisan court plan does 
its first good work. It gets a higher level of 
prospective judgeship material up for considera- 
tion than was ‘produced in the slating of candi- 
dates by self-serving political bosses. Its next 


good work is in retaining Judges on the bench 
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so long as their records meet with the approval.

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Dog in the TVA Manger 

By denying the TVA funds for a new steam 
electric generating plant in West Tennessee; the 
House Appropriations Committee is saying in 
effect to the Tennessee Valley: “Thus far shall 
you grow, and no farther.” 

The plant is not intended to expand the ter- 
ritory served with TVA power, though the pri- 
vate power lobby argués that it is. It is intended 
to meet the expanding needs of a territory which 
is served with TVA power alone. 

If TVA doesn't meet these needs, they won't 
be met, for this agency and its associated munic- 
ipalities and co-operatives alone serve the area 
involved. The alternative to the steam plant is 
to put a ceiling on the development of the Ten- 
nessee Valley. 

The steam plant is needed for a still further 
good purpose—to make the maximum use of 
TVA water-generated electric power. Well- 
planned power systems have steam plants to 
“stand by” in emergencies of low water and gen- 
erate that part of the power output which the 
hydro-plants are temporarily unable to produce. 

Before the war TVA’s power capacity was 
about 75 per cent hydro and 25 per cent steam. 
During the war many new hydro plants were 
built, and the proposed new steam plant will 
only bring the percentage of steam capacity up 
to 20 per cent by 1951. If TVA does not main- 
tain enough steam power to tide over unavoid- 
able shortages.of hydro during drouths, the very 
power lobbyists and Congressmen who are now 
trying to prevent it from doing so will be the 
first to criticize it. 

There is a still further reason why the West 
Tennessee steam plant is essential. The entire 
nation is in danger of a power shortage, which 
would, be bad enough at any time, and which 
could be still worse in view of.the tense inter- 
national situation and its demands for industrial 
production in the United States. 

The private power industries aren't going to 
bulld the necessary plants themselves, and they 
don’t want anyone else to build them. It is per- 
fectly clear what Gordon R. Clapp, chairman of 
the board of TVA, meant when he said: It is 
difficult to be patient with the dog-in-the-man- 
ger attitude which the private power lobby mani- 
fests about the Tennessee Valley.” 
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Consider the Ants 

Sir Stafford Cripps isn’t missing any bets 
these days. In his effort to rehabilitate British 
credit by exporting British goods, he has turned 
even to ants. Colonies of them are to be sent to 
the United States in glass containers and 
sold for the amusement and education of 
householders, 

Lecturers will find audiences ready to marvel 


at the social life of the ants. Some people will 
be surprised to learn that there are hunting, 


pastoral and agricultural ants, and that some 
ants keep other insects as we keep dairy cows. 
They will wonder at the fact that different vari- 
eties.of ants may live together in galleries as we 
do in apartment houses. They will be impressed 
by the degree of specialization which the ants 
have developed with their queens, nurses, sol- 
diers and slaves. And eyes will open wide at 
the word that ants even entertain some other in- 
sects as guests, sometimes expecting nothing in 
return for their hospitality. 

But when humans begin to wish that the race 
busy as it is with atomic. and bacteriological 
death—might emulate the industrious order of 
the ants, then it will be time to call a halt. After 
all, a lot of them are loafers. There are others 
more aggressive than 1939 Nazis: And what do 
any of them get for all their labor except a 
rather monotonous diet? With all their work, 
have these snobbish, caste-conscious creatures 
ever built a theater or written a book? Have 
they ever gone to a style show or a ball game? 
Do they have swimming pools or night clubs? 
Why all their industry? 

As a matter of fact, ants go in for it because 
of their long lives; Most other insects lay an 
egg and then roll over on their backs to leave 
the world to the next generation. But not ants. 
They live on and on. So they have time on 
their hands. And they can't think of any other 
way to fill it except by work. That is, all of 
them except the loafers. But who has ever 
heard a homily on loafer ants?

What Is the Army Doing? 


The United States Army in Germany, it seems, 
is losing some of its antipathy to former Nazi big- 
wigs. As Marquis Childs reported the other day, 
two of them Herman J, Abs and August Schnei- 
wind—have been named as chairman of the 
board arid president, respectively, of the tri- 
zonal Bank of the German States. That makes 
them the money lords of the Reich. Schneiwind 
also has been designated as the German liaison 
officer of the European aid program. 

Even more disturbing is a new tolerance of 
Germany's old war-plotting cartels. Virtually all 
efforts to break up these malevolent concentra- 
tions of economic’ and industrial power have 
been stopped, When employes of the decartel- 
ization branch of the military government in Ber- 
lin protested the change in policy, Maj. Gen. 
George P. Hays, deputy to Gen. Clay, denounced 
them as “disloyal.” 

Most disturbing of all is the fact that the mili- 
tary has not revoked the order of last month 
under which American officers may impose a 
ban on the publication of any news which they 
believe to be against the public interest,” Is 
this censorship being used as a shield for oth- 
er “reconciliations” with Nazis? Is it being used 
to cover up a return to the old order in Ger- 
many? Has cynicism overcome the spirit in 
which the Nuernberg trials were started? 

Such a conclusion would: be premature. Cer- 
tainly, the occupation authorities would disavow 
it. In more than one case, they probably could 


point out that there were no Germans compe- 


tent to fill a job except former Nazis. A clear 
anti-Hitler record does not mean that a man is 
fit to take over difficult specialized duties. Ab- 
solute necessity may dictate some departures 
from the anti-Nazi rule. 

Such exceptions, however ought to be well pub- 
licized. American correspondents ought to be 
free to look into the offered explanations. The 
American people ought to know just what is go- 
ing on, and why, 
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“The more he saw the less he spoke; 
The less he spoke the more he heard.” 


Freedom of the Brush 


Daniel Catton Rich, Director of the Chicago Art Institute, 


The following article is presented as of 
special interest in connection with the 
show of paintings by Mar Beckmann, 
noted German modernist now on the 
faculty of the Washington University 
art school. The show opens in the 
City Art Museum tomorrow. 


Though few of us suspect the fact, 

American painting is facing a major 
change. Up to the beginning of the Second 
World War, our tradition could be called a 
broadly realistic one; the American artist, 
from Copley to Hopper, had been chiefly 
concerned with recording the objective 
facts of nature, Today this tradition is be- 
ing challenged by the growth of a new 
American school of non-representational 
painting. 
Two years ago when the Art Institute 
of Chicago decided to arrange an exhibi- 
tion of abstraction and surrealism in Amer- 
ica, it found that where, 10 years ago, 
one or two artists in a community were 
experimenting with non-representation, to- 
day the number has doubled or trebled. 
Hundreds of men and women throughout 
America are working vigorously with ab- 
stract means, attempting to convey their 
personal emotion through lines, colors, ef- 
fects of light and texture, rather than 
through transcriptions of nature. 


Afraid to Copy, Picasso 


The curators expected to find the great- 
est number of artists in the large cities but 
were surprised to run across them in Wal- 
nut Creek, Calif., Muscoda, Wisc., or Lin- 
coln, Nebr. They were interested to note 
that at least three out of every four painters 
working in these modes were native born 
Americans, contradicting the often repeat- 
ed statement that art of this sort is, the 
work of “foreigners.” 

The exhibition in Chicago allows a few 
generalizations on the main drives of the 
movement. It is clear that orthodox sur- 
realism is on the wane. Some of its lead- 
ers, Max Ernst, Tchelitchew, and the ubiq- 
uitous Salvador Dali, are at present in 
America, but their work has lost the power 
to shock. which distinguished the early 
phases. Perhaps surrealism, as an art 
movement, ended with the outbreak of the 
war. No surrealist could image monsters 
to compete with Hitler and Goering or in- 
vent sadisms to equal those of Buchenwald. 


Change From WPA Days 


By far the greater proportion of the Chi- 
cago exhibition fell into that baffling class 
called “abstract.” In fact—and this is sig- 
nificant—most American work cannot be 
pigeonholed in one of the many convenient 
European isms. 

Curiously enough, the chief influence at 
work here does not seem to be Picasso. 
American painters seem wary of Picasso's 
tremendous virtuosity. They glance away 
from open competition with the Spanish 
prestidigitator, preferring to lean on the 
rarefied textures and muted palette of 
Braque. The spidery handwriting of Klee, 
the flowing color jottings of Miro, have 
broadened our vocabulary of form. 

The result is a stimulating crossing of 
styles from which emerge several distinct 
native types. There is evolving a dynamic 
American picture, built on sensations of 
speed, movement, and kaleidoscopic change. 
Young artists like John Seenhauser, Sey- 
mour Franks and Oscar Fischinger more 
eonsciously reflect the pace and tension of

American life. They have consulted the air 
view and the air map, Other devices, such 
as the multiple or split image, are inspired 
by the contemporary motion picture. 

It has been said by its critics that ab- 
straction is created in a vacuum and has 
no connection with the life or environ- 
ment of the artist.

gional themes within 
the broader national 
framework. The city 
is a constant source 
of inspiration to art- 
ists like Robert Jay 
Wolff and Rudolph 
Weisenborn.

Georgia O'Keeffe fleet, in their work, 
the subaqueous light and mystery of that 
region. Boston, with its circle of artists 
around Karl Zerbe, has produced a full- 
scale expressionist movement. 

Various artists, of which Steve Wheeler 
is perhaps the best known, have turned. to 
Indian motifs, much as the French cubists 
ofce consulted African sculpture. 

Many artists remain unclassifiable. The 
abstract movement in America cannot be 
Above all, 
our painters in this mode are strong in- 
dividualists, They are attempting to forge 
a personal language, their own poetry. 


Art Out of Science 


There are several apparent causes. Oneis 
the fact that since the end of the WPA 
Art Project in 1943 the artist is again on 
his own, and. painting has once more be- 
come his private affair, During the period 
of Government patronage, artists tended to 
adopt social themes and work in a manner 
easily grasped by the mass audience. 

A great deal of American abstraction is 
clearly bound up with the worlds of con- 
temporary science and higher mathematics, 
And it is no accident that three recent ab- 
stractions were called “Hiroshima.” 


Though non-representational painting has 
been spreading rapidly, we must not forget, 
too, that it has had a lengthy ‘history in 
the United States—almost as long as in 
France, ‘where it was conceived. Our first 
experiences with abstraction go back more 
than 40 years, to the shock and inspiration 
of the “Armory Show,” where in 1913 
Americans saw the experiments of the 
cubists and laughed, just a little uneasily, 
at Marcel Duchamp’s “Nude Descending 
the Staircase.” 


Museum of Modern Art 


The result was a brief flurry in which 
many Americans “tried on” the new styles 
but soon put them aside. A few like Jos- 


eph Stella, Alfred Maurer, Georgia O'Keeffe, | 


and Arthur B, Dove persisted, In the 308, 
abstraction was in a sharp decline. 


There were vigorous counterforces, how- 
ever, working for its preservation. The 


Museum of Modern Art, opening in 1929, in- 
cluded all types of twentieth-century ex- 
pression, Through its striking exhibitions 
which circulated round the country and 
through its brilliant publication, the Mod- 
ern Museum vastly strengthened the case 
for vanguard painting. 

The arrival of practically a boatload of 
famous European modernists, just before

the war, also vastly stimulated the non- 
representationalists. Throughout the coun- 
try, as in Boston at the Museum School, 
or at Brooklyn College, or at Washington 
University in St. Louis, a most advanced 
curriculum has deen set up, as a result of 
the appointment of European modernists, 

With all its present vitality. and broad 
sporisorship, the non-realistic movement in 
America faces a’ major struggle. In ‘this 
‘connection the sharp and hystérical reac- 
tion of Congress to the exhibit of modern 
American painting circulated by the State 
Department is a heavy atraw in the wind. 


Truman's Naive Letter 


When Assistant Secretary of State Wil- 
liam Benton wrote a letter to President 
Truman, he received the following reply: 


“I do not pretend to be an ‘artist or a 
judge of art, but I am of. the opinion that 
so-called modern art is merely the vapor- 
ings of half-baked, lazy people. An artistic 
production is one that shows infinite ability 
for taking pains and if any of these so- 
called modern paintings show any such in- 
finite ability, I am very much “mistaken. 
There are a great many American artists 
who still believe that the ability to make 
things look as they are is the first requi- 
site of.a great artist—they do not belong. to 
the so-called modern school. There is no 
art at all in connection with modernism, in 
my opinion.“ 

While it would be easy to refute the 
President on his knowledge of art, and to 
demonstrate that many modernists work 
harder and take considerably more “pains” 
than their traditionalist contemporaries, 
and that Mr. Truman’s test of verisimili- 
tude as the requisite of great art is in- 
credibly naive as well as oe wrong, 
his reply is significant. | 

The fact that the head of our Govern- 
ment has gone on record with such a state- 
ment has alarmed certain critics who re- 
member that the leaders of totalitarian 
regimes have not hesitated. to order what 
and how their artists should paint, 


Forbidden by the Kremlin 


Another element which helps to obstruct 
public acceptance of non-realistic modes is 
the confusion of advanced art with the po- 
litical left. As a matter of fact, these new- 
er tendencies in American art are apt to 
suffer an even more bitter attack from the 


left than from the right. The Communist

“We soon found, however,” Dr. 
Kowarski said, “that we had not 
yet mastered the technique of 
the large-scale manufacture of 
pure metal, and — on the other 
hand—that the design of our very 
first reactor should be kept as 
free as possible from technical 
complications, especially as re- 
gards the heavy-water. circuit 
which calls for corrosion-proof 
pumps and plumbing.” 

Lacked Equipment. 

The 500 French atomic workers 
also found they would have to 
‘manufacture an entire assortment 
of new equipment, which their 
industry had not been making. To 
obtain compressed uranium oxide 
for that first reactor, they had to 
build their own hydrogen fur- 
naces. They had to make their 
own amplifierss scalers, surveying 
instruments, beta and gamma 
Geiger counters; most of the 
measuring instruments for mak- 
ing electronic equipment. They 
had to purify their own chem- 
icals, and build their own special- 
ized chemical apparatus. 

Later they plan to build a 
graphite reactor, not quite as am- 
bitious as that being constructed 
at Brookhaven, but big enough to 
pass the laboratory stage, Dr. 
Kowarski said. But they have 
had to initiate extensive chemical 
research because “the prepara- 
tion of pure graphite, pure uran- 
ium and even the current check- 
ing of the purity of heavy water, 
— for analytical techniques 
which, so far, have never been 
applied or studied in France.” 

Cites Others’ Efforts. 

Dr. Kowarski observed that 
Sweden, Norway and The Nether- 
lands have definite atomic pro- 
jects, with Belgium and Switzer- 
land behind them, and “a strik- 
ing feature is the tendency to 
think aſong strictly national 
lines.”

In conversations with some of 
the American judges at Nuern- 
berg, this reporter and other cor- 
respondents have been made 
aware of their private doubts and 
soul searching on the postwar 
“Nuernberg law” and its applica-

the record that if they had known 
the legalistic maze they were get- 
ting into, they would have stayed 
at home.

For example, hearsay evidence 
was admissible.

common in America obviously 
Were not adhered to here. But 
Judge Wennerstrum declared in 
that interview: “Most evidence in 
the trial is documentary, selected 
from a large tonnage o* captured 
documents. The selection was 
made by the prosecution, The de- 
fense only had access to those 
documents which the prosecution 
considered material to the case.” 
His implication was obvious—that 
evidence uncovered that was

Opinion Confused, Divided. 
Again, judicial opinion at 
Nuernberg is confused and divided 
on another fundamental issue: 
Whether the German generals or 
industrialists were guilty when 
forced to commit or to condone 
war crimes because they had no 
alternative in a totalitarian police 
state. Describing this as “the de- 
fense of necessity,” the Flick ver- 
dict admits that defiance of Nazi 
decrees in wartime was “both fu- 
tile and dangerous. It was 
known that any act that could be 
‘onstrued as tending to hinder or 
to sabotage the war economy of 
the German Reich could be con- 
strued as sabotage and would be 
treated with summary and severe 
penalties, sometimes resulting in 
the imposition of the death sen- 


tence.” 

However, in the “Southeast 
Generals” case, the court held 
that an order from a superior of- 
ficer to commit a war crime was 
the personal legal responsibility 
of the individual.

As Material for Fiction

VERY period has its gloomy

signing a peculiar significance 
to our Gore Vidals and Truman 
Capotes. If they are preoccu- 
pied with disease and decay, they 
are not the first. Nor is it sur- 
prising that they should be mak- 
ing a more extensive examina- 
tion of abnormal psychology than 
would have been profitable in 


the pre-Freudian era. 
What is sometimes confusing

is the lack of any clear distinc- - 


tion between normal ahd ab- 
normal. If a character exhibits 
all the symptoms of insanity, 
how can he be judged? He is 
not responsible, legally or mor- 
ally, so he is subject to neither 
approval nor disapproval. If he 
has any meaning at all, it is in 
relation to some fixed point; to 
his own former condition, to 
someone else or perhaps to so- 
ciety as a whole. When a whole 
melange of characters are ob- 
viously abnormal, these points 
of reference tend to disappear. 
It may be argued that the 
artist is not concerned with the 
moral judgments of his readers, 
whether active or suspended; he 
works out a design with what- 
ever material he chooses, and its 
value is determined by the laws 
of esthetics and not the mores 
of society or any fraction there- 
of. Such a contention has a 
limited validity in the field of 
the visual arts, but it goes to 
pieces when applied to the art 
of fiction. The reason is simple. 
If the reader makes no ethical 
response to a character or a 
situation, he feels no emotion. 
And if he feels no emotion, his 
interest is negative or non-exis- 
tent, unless he happens to have 
a scientific interest in the 
phenomena of abnormality.

THE BOSTON BRAVES, an Informal 
History, by Harold Keese. (S. P. 
Putnam's Sons, N. Y., $3.00.) 

T HE ninth in the Putnam 


series of major league base- 

ball clubs recently was re- 
leased with the timing you 
would expect of a great hitter, 
not of a publisher. The Boston 
Braves haven't won a National 
League pennant since 1914, but 
this, they say in New England, 
is the year. Only the Cardinals 
were favored ahead of the 
Braves in pre-season odds. 

Called first the Red Stockings, 
the Beaneaters and the Rustlers 
before they became the Braves, 
the Boston Nationals won eight 
pennants from 1876, the year 
the league was organized, until 
1898, a season which saw them 
dip into their first of twa long 
playing-field depressions. But 
whether finishing first or last or 
in between, the Braves had their 
colorful personalities and their 
characters. 

Harold Kaese, a good reporter 
and a good writer, knows an en- 
tertaining anecdote and a pros- 
pective belly-laugh when he sees 
them. And the author had a 
fertile field in Michael (King) 
Kelley, the base-stealing screw- 
ball of the 80s; lovable Rabbit 
Maranville, baseball’s Peter Pan, 
and the incomparable Casey 
Stengel, the comedian who kept 
his good humor and his job long- 
er than a losing manager ordi- 
narily would rate. 

A story typical of the book 
may serve to illustrate the 
smiles within and, too, explain 
the nickname Cat“ belonging to 
George Metkovich, new outfield- 
er of the Browns. 

In the spring of 1941 the cli- 
max of a series of unusual in- 
juries to members of the Braves 
came when Metkovich, a rookie, 
crossed a bridge and was spiked 
by a catfish. Stengel, hearing 
that the spine of the catfish had 
perforated Metkovich's foot, ex- 
claimed, Well, that’s one time 
a fin got a Russian!“ 

The amazing Braves of 1914, 
last in the league on July 15, 
won the pennant by 10% games 
under George (Miracle Man) 
Stallings, and the saga is de- 
scribed in interesting detail. So, 
too, are the dismal days of hand- 
to-mouth ownership under 
austere Judge Emil Fuchs, who 
naively even tried to manage the 
team himself. 

Kaese leaves little doubt, in- 
cidentally, that the Age of Steam 
Shovels, so-named for the three 
progressive contractors who now 
own the Braves, will give Boston 
the baseball glory it enjoyed

RNOLD J. TOYNBEE seems

It was that sanfe faculty that 
recommended Oswald Spengler 
to another postwar generation, 
despite the bitterness of Speng- 


ler that Toynbee so conspicuous- 


ly lacks. ; 

Toynbee’s new collection of 
essays and lectures is a welcome 
addition to a discussion that al- 
ready had run through some 1. 
500,000 words (the first six 
volumes of “A Study of His- 


‘tory’’>) and shows no indication 


of exhausting itself. To those 
who may hope to find, in Toyn- 
bee, a final answer, however, 
perhaps a warning is due: Toyn- 
bee is not a sacred prophet. His 
readers will look in vain for the 
summation of wisdom in his 
many words. 

What they may find is an ex- 
tremely intelligent kind of prob- 
ing into the facts of the past, 
with an eye on the future. It 
is an intelligent search for 
„truth“ because Toynbee him- 
self does not expect too much of 
history. He finds difficulty, for 
instance, in placing Soviet Rus- 
sia in relation to his scheme of 
21 civilizations, current. and 
dead. Is Russia a part of West- 
ern Civilization? Or is Russia 
the inheritor of the alien By- 
zantine civilization? 

After having been inclifed to 
the former view, Toynbee now 
seems to choose, tentatively, the 
latter. Two salient features of 
Byzantine history seem to Toyn- 
bee to have continued in con- 
temporary Russia: “The convic- 
tion t Byzantium is always 
right, 
totalitarian state.“ 


Again, he has in this last vol- 
ume even questioned his own 
major assumption, that the only 
“intelligible field“ 
is civilization. Religion, by 
this view, served as the link be- 
tween successive civilizations. 
* * * 

OW, however, he seems to 
N think that civilizations, 

rather, may be the link and 
raligion the “intelligible field.“ 
“The breakdowns and  disin- 
tegrations of civilizations,” says 
Toynbee, might be the stepping- 
stones to higher things on the 
religious plane. . Ik religior 
is a chariot, it looks as if the 
wheels on which it mounts to- 
wards Heaven may be the peri- 
odic downfalls of civilizations on 
earth. It Jooks as if the move- 
ment of civilizations may be

cyclic and recurrent, while the 
movement of religion may be on 
a single continuous upward line. 
The continuous upward move- 
ment of religion may be served 
and promoted by the cyclic move- 
ment of civilizations round the

Which, of course, leads us to 
the immediate question of the 
fate of our own civilization. 
“Along what path are we to 
look for salvation in this parlous 
plight, in which we hold in our 
hands the choice of life or death 


not only for ourselves but for | 


the whole human race?” 

The Toynbee view has been 
spelled out so that it seems dif- 
ficult to misread it, although 
this is by no means proof that it 
will not be misread, 


not murdered. When civiliza- 
tions are about to die they give 
Sign by becoming forcibly uni- 
‘fied: 
to Augustus Caesar’s “totalitar- 
jan” peace through arms. In 
our own age, unification by 


atomic arms would surely deal 


the death blow to our civiliza- 
tion, he believes. 

But the need for unity re 
mains. What then? 

In politics,” says Toynbee, 
“establish a constitutional co- 
operative system of world gov- 
ernment. In economics, find 
working compromises (varying 
according to the practical re- 
quirements of different places 
and times) between free enter- 
prise and socialism. In the life 
of the spirit, put the secular 
super-structure back onto re- 
ligious foundations. 

“Efforts are being made in 
our Western world today to find 
our way toward each of these 
goals. If we had arrived at all 
three of them, we might fairly 
feel that we had won our pres- 
ent battle for our civilization’s. 
survival. But these are, all of 
them, ambitious undertakings, 
and it will call for the hardest 
work and the highest courage td 
make any progress at all towards 
carrying any one of them 
through to achievement.”

Mrs. George W. Prehn, 
Louis: Probably the most effec- 
tive thing to kill any kind of weed 
in lawn-grass is the chemical 2, 
4d, Use it according to directions 
on package you get. 

After it has done it’s work, 
is well to feed (that is to say, fer- 
tilize) the lawn. 

Be sure, too, that whatever 
sprayer you use for 2, 4d is thor- 
oughly cleaned thereafter, because 
any residue will retain its killing 
power, and if mixed later with 
some other spray .might destroy

Mrs. A. Brunner, St. Louis: 
Climbing roses probably require 
less care and attention than other 
kinds, and, of course, much less 
pruning, since, by their very na- 
ture, they are used to cover exten- 
sive trellis areas, or to decorate 
or hide large blank wall spaces. 


There is some difference, too, 
between those galled “climbers” 
and those called “ramblers.” Most 
of them bloom this year on canes 
that started thejr growth last 
year. New canes usually are 
lighter in color than old ones. 

Whatever pruning one does 
should be to keep the plant with- 
in bounds, to clear away old, or 
damaged, or dead wood. Pruning 
cuts should be made at a slight 
angle, just above a bud, with a 
sharp tool that will not crush the 
cane. 


Mrs. J. A. Life, St. Louis: There 
is nothing you can do to prevent 
the borer from getting into the 
canes of your roses, except to fol-

The borers develop from eggs 
stung into the canes by winged 
insects.

The stdry is different for Ham- 
burg, once one of the world’s great 
ports, British officials say it has 
been restored sufliciently to han- 
dle 40 per cent of its 1936 tonnage 
but they never have been asked to 
cope with more than 25 per cent. 
Three quarters of the city, which 
was one of the Royal Air Force's 
first targets, is in various stages 
of disintegration, 


Damage Evidence Remains. 

Bremen still presents a picture 

of war damage, but recovery of 
the port area has progressed at a 
fast pace, 
Stanley A. Clem, American chief 
of port operations on the Weser 
river, drew an optimistic picture 
of the part Bremen and Bremer- 
haven can play in the revival of 
western European trade. 

In the busiest prewar. year, the 
tonnage handled was 12,000,000 
tons, against Hamburg's 26,000,000 
tons a year. Now Bremen is back 
near its prewar level but Ham- 
burg only a little over 25 per cent. 

When the Americans took over 
the Bremen enclave as a port of 
entry for supplies for the United 
States occupation forces, every 
basin in the port was blocked by 
bomb wreckage or sunken vessels. 
Now all but ‘two or three smal! 
basins are clear. In some cases 
the berthage had been improved 
by dredging. Ships up to 31 feet 
6 inches, draft can now be ac- 
commodated. 

At the end of the war, the cargo 


handling capacity had been re- 
duced to 20 per cent. It is now 
90 per cent of prewar, which com- 
bined with speedy turnaround 
makes the port capable of handling 
more than ever before, Clem said, 
Acres of Wrecked Sheds. 

The docks still have acres of 
wrecked sheds. Piles of bricks 
and twisted girders represent what 
was once valuable storage space. 


Before the war there was 280,000 
square meters of warehousing. At 
the end of the war there was only 
20,000 square meters. Two years 
of work has added another 30,000. 
A further 32,000 square meters is 
complete except for 42,000 square 
meters of roofing paper. 

In the course of two years Clem 
has reduced his American staff 
from 137 to two. “The Germans 
run this port and I see they do it 
in line with the laid-down Mili- 
tary Government policy,” he said,

WASHINGTON, May 8 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court told the bil- 
lion-dollar movie industry last 
Monday that it would have to 
think up new ways to sell its 
films. It said the old ways were 
making it too hard’ for both the 
independent movie companies and 
the independent theater owners to 
make a living. 

The court found that the pres- 
ent method of selling, films had 
set up a cross-grid of monopolies 
which siphoned the “cream of the 
business” into the hands of eight 
big movie companies, and inte the 
hands of the bigger theater chains 
which were willing to play ball 
with the big eight. 

The decision was complicated. 
It was actually three different 
decisions, but they tied into one 
other. 
Companies Invoſved. 

There was one which involved 
Paramount, Loew’s, R.-K.-O., War- 
ner Brothers, and Twentieth Cen- 
tury-Fox. These companies make 
pictures and sell them as well, to 
their own theaters and to houses 
owned by other people. 

This decision also involved Co- 
lumbia and Universal, which make 
pictures and peddle them to any- 
one who wants them. They own 
no theaters. There was also Unit- 
ed Artists, Which, merely sells pic- 
tures. 

There was a second decision 
which involved the Schine Chain 
Theaters, Inc. It owns houses in 
six states—New York, Ohio, Ken- 
tucky, Maryland, Delaware and 
Virginia. 

The third decision involved the 
Griffith Consolidated Theaters, 
with houses in Oklahoma, Texas 
and New Mexico. 

The three decisions, together, 
told the industry that it can no 
longer either sell or buy pictures 
in bundles. Movie-makers like 
R,-K.-O, will have to sell each pic- 
ture separately, and theater-own-

3. POOLING AGREEMENTS.

A Short Journey In 


Search of Flowers 
By Leonard Hall 


N an afternoon last week, Ed and Adelaide Cherbonniere 
came for a long-promised visit. They are great country 
enthusiasts with interests as varied as our own, So after 
we'd finished Mama's luncheon and tucked away the last 
crumb of chocolate cake, we 
armed ourselves with field 
glasses and guides to both 
birds and flowers, and set 
out on our first real wild- 
flower expedition of thé 
season. The truth is, we 
went no farther than the 
north end of the farm—out 
along the limestone bluff 
and back up the creek bank 
— but that short journey 
filled an interesting and de- 
lightful afternoon, 

All of the earliest flowers 
have finished blooming — 
bloodroot and Dutchman’s 
breeches and dog «toothed 
violets. But many others 
are just finishing and still 
others are coming to take 
their places in seemingly 
endless succession. This part

fer the spring flowers and shrubs with which Missouri is so 
Achly endowed. 

The limestone soil atop the bluff, the deep leaf mold under 
she big trees, the moist ground along the creek and the under- 
sides of the rock ledges—these seem to provide an endless 
variation of conditions and soil types, some of which are suited 
to each flower and shrub.

Here is a thing one notices on such a walk, There 
are certain species which seem to bloom singly, others 
which grow in great masses but are seldom found alone 
as single plants, and still others which occur scattered 
evenly throughout the whole terrain, Another thing 
which particularly struck me—and this is true whether 
you're hunting wildflowers or making a bird census—is 
that you learn more when you're in company with 
others than when you are alone. Part of this is because 
you are more watchful for new species and really stop 
to identify them before going on—and part is because 
the combined knowledge of your companions, being 
generally greater than your own, keeps you on the 
alert to see and identify such species as you do happen 

to know. . 
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@ ON THIS AFTERNOON WE MADE a number of new 
finds—none of them rare, but all interesting to add to our col- 
lection. A new flower guide which we've recently acquired 
helped greatly with the identification and deserves a word of 
description. This is Wherry’s “Wild Flower Guide to North- 
eastern and Midland United States.” While it cannot be com- 
pared to such complete botanical works as Steyermark’s 
“Spring Flora of Missouri” and might not be of too much value 
to the real expert, it will be a joy to the amateur. And that 
describes both Mama and me and our wildflowers. The book 
is small enough for a pocket guide. It is non-technical and 
the keys are easy to use. 

It is limited to some 400 basic species most likely to be 
observed when in the fleld, all of which are illustrated and 
with nearly half of them in color, General identification could 
almost always be made from this book—and further research 
as to sub-species carried on to a more complete and definitive 
work such as Steyermark’s.

@ OUR FIRST NEW FIND WAS the four-leaf milkweed—a 
plant considerably more delicate than its. cousins, the purple 
milkweed and butterfly-weed. This grows about 15 inches high, 
has a pair of small opposite leaves near the stalk base, a 
whorl of four leaves at the middle and another pair of two 
just below the delicate pink blossom. 

Our shooting stars and wild hyacinths grow in great 
masses, close together and out in full sunlight on a limestone 
glade. Close to them grow wood sorre] and the violet oxalis, 
Nearer the woods, great masses of May-apples are blooming 
with their big umbrella leaf and single cream-white flower 
beneath. Here, too, are clumps of jack-in-the-pulpit. In the 
deep shade, beside a rotting log, we discovered one which 
must have been fully 18 inches tall. This is unusual, for in 
sunny locations they sometimes put up a blossom not much 
more than four inches in height. Wild larkspur and fire pink, 
or “catch-fly,” are two species which seem to grow singly 
wherever the mood strikes them—but the delicate wood gera- 
- nium is another which likes the company of its kind, so that 
you find great beds of it in the deeply shaded woodland. 

. 

@ WILD GINGER GROWS snugly alongside old logs or in 
corners of the limestone where a deep mulch has accumulated. 
It has a blossom hidden away at the base, so that sometimes 
old oak leaves must be brushed: aside before it can be seen. 
And all along the limestone bluffs, wherever a bit of moisture 
seeps down the rocks, the columbine nods its head in the 
slightest breeze, its red flowers faced with yellow. 

Lily-of-the-valley has many representatives in the shaded 
areas along the hill and all of them seem to get along well 
together, There is the solomon seal bearing alternate leaves 
on a long stem and with a flowerlet nodding under each leaf; 
the false solomon seal, or solomon plume, which has somewhat 
similar leaves but carries a white flower cluster at its tip; and 
the bellwort, which Prof. Wherry gives the far more pictur- 
esque name of Merrybells and which I shall call it hereafter. 
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Merrybells has leaves somewhat similar to the “sol- 
omons” but has pale yellow nodding flowers, bell-like 
but with a ragged fringe. Nor should 1 forget to men- 
tion those cousins of jack-in-pulpit—the skunk cabbage 
and green-dragon. This latter grows In great masses 
but we found none in bloom. It has a green flower like 
the “jack,” but sends a sort of rolled green sheath 
straight upward in a long spike, instead of nodding 
like its cousin.

@ THERE WERE MANY others we had not seen before and 
still others which we sat down and really identified for the 
first time. The great advantage which a good botanist has, 
of course, is that he identifies his plants as readily from the 
leaf as from the flower. Thus we have Many species which 
bloom without our ever seeing them because we don't locate 
them in time. One which we won't overlook this year is the 
lovely wood lily with its orange-red flowers; for now that 
we've identified the leaf we will know where to watch for the 
blossom. 

It is plain to see why, on such en afternoon, we missed out 
entirely on the birds. But perhaps they'll have their inning 
next week when the Northrops have promised to come down 
for a much-delayed spring census. This year it will be a count 
ef the birds which are summer residents at Possum Trot.

NCE upon a time there was a 
little girl named Jean Mildred 
Frances Turner and she was 
born Feb. 8, 1921, in Wallace, 
Idaho. Today she is Mrs. Henry 
J. (Bob) Topping Jr., wife of 
one of country’s most solvent 


playboys. But ‘she is better known 
as Lana Turner, movie glamor 


girl. 


The légend of Lana Turner is 
really “one for the books.” Lana 
is something special. Not exactly 
rags to riches, but very definitely 
“stage-struck girl makes good.” 
She was just a small town girl 
of 16, sipping a chocolate soda in 
a. Hollywood drugstore when Wil- 
Mam R. Wilkerson, publisher of 

e “Hollywood Reporter,” spied 

r. Wilkerson took a double 
swallow ‘of ice cream and asked 
Jean Mildred Frances Turner if 
she had ever thought of being in 
pictures. J. M. F. T. giggled, 
sipped at a straw, and said she 
guessed she would like to be in 
pictures. 


A few weeks later—that was in 
1987—she had a bit role in “They 
Won't Forget.“ In the following 
12 months, she wag in five more 
films. She earned a measly $50 a 
week in those days. Today she 
makes close to $200,000 a year. 
Not that she needs it now. For 
husband, Bob, is extremely 
wealthy. Nine million dollars, to 
be exact, which he inherited eight 
years ago when he was 26, from 
his father, Henry J. Topping Sr., 
a tin-plate and railroad magnate. 


Money to Lana is a nice thing 
to have around, but it definitely 
isn’t a major motive. The major 
motive, in Lana’s case, would be 
acting. And her public will agree 
with her studio that Lana as an 
actress has few peers. She came 
up the hard way. Andy Hardy pic- 
tures in 1987. Doctor Kildare in 
1938, The Ziegfeld Girl in 1940 and 
then, heart’s desire, opposite 
Clark Gable in “Honky Tonk,” the 
same year.

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LL of this success, as Lana 

will be the first to tell you, 

comes from two very impor- 
tant assists: Her family’s faith in 
her ultimate success and the first 
glance shot her way by. Wilker- 
son. A staunch friend of Lana 
from the first moment he saw her, 
Wilkerson opened his Bel-Air 
home to Lana for her recent wed- 
ding te Topping. 

But she wouldn't have met Wil- 
kerson in the first place had it 
not been for the abiding faith in 
her future career held by Lana’s 
mother and father. Her father, 
Virgil Turner, died when she was 
only 10, his last wish being that 
the child’s mother take her to 
California with a movieland goal, 
Lana’s mother, Clara, did, going 
to work herself as a beauty shop 
operator in Hollywood, The fath- 
er, a mining engineer, left an es- 
tate sufficient to educate Lana 
in private and parochial schools, 
and it was from a convent that 
she emerged on the Hollywood 
scene. 


About Lana’s power at the box 
office there can be no doubt, any 
more than there can be any doubt 
about her attraction for men. For 
Lana has earned for herself a 
very real niche in the hearts of 
her countrymen. The words 
“siamor girl” seem to have been 
invented for Lana. Likewise the 
words “sweater girl.” And, for 
her affairs of the heart, she 
brooks no equal, as we shall see. 


When Lana met Artie Shaw the 
stars fell. At least the two very 
bright stars in Hollywood who 
were Lana, the movie starlet, and 
Artie, the up-and-coming swing 
bandleader. Lana’s first love may 
be lost in the limbo of her dreams, 
but her first husband, Shaw, is 
eclipsed from the public domain 
only because he planned it that 
way. Lana was just 19 when she 
met the moody Shaw. He was 30 
at the time, a successful musician 
whose improvisations on the clar- 
inet had brought him to the fore- 
front in American swing music. 


The name of Artie Shaw was 
something to conjure with, and

Hollywood did lkewise. Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer brought him and 
his band on for a picture titled 
“Dancing Co-eds” and therein was 
little Miss Lana. 


So Lana and Artie met. And 
fought like cats and dogs. The 
directors knew they had a couple 
of temperamental people on their 
hands, but how to reconcile them 
and still get the picture made? 
Lana and Artie solved that very 
simply, with an ending that was 
truly of the cinema. They eloped 
and got married. That was on 
Feb. 3, 1940, at 4 a.m. in Las 
Vegas, Nev., which was exactly 
four days, three hours and 30 
minutes after Lana had stated 
publicly that Artie was: 

“The most egotistical man alive! 
He spent more time with the 
makeup man than any actor on 
the lot!” 
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HEIR life together was cer- 

tainly not without adventure. 

They went to New York—not 
to see the sights, but so that 
Artie could show Lana “the seamy 
side.“ They toured the lower East 
Side, poked around tenements, 
gazed upon subway drunks, and 
Lana hardly gave a thought to 
the burnishing of her auburn 
tresses. And their friends won- 
dered how long the marriage of 
the intellectual Shaw and the 
vital Lana could last. It lasted 
five and a half months, 


“They battled all the time,” a 
Hollywood co-worker said of them. 
“When it was over they barely 
were speaking to each other.” 


Said Lana; “I guess that’s love.” 

Following her divorce from 
Shaw, Lana met one Josef Stephen 
Crane in 1942. Even the proper 
spelling of Crane’s middle name 
is obscure. Hollywood publicity 
releases at the time listed it as 
Stephen but, in Who's Who, Lana 
put him down as Steven. Crane, 
himself, has never been in Who's 
Who. : 

Slim, smiling and personable to 
the extreme, and to Lana, Crane 
was 27 at the time, having been 
born in Crawfordsville, Ind. He 
has been variously described as a 
junior mercantile executive, a 
tobacco merchant and a “broker 
from the East.” 


In any event, when he met Lana 
at a Hollywood gathering, he was 
for her, she for him, and tea for 
two, on the double. Now Lana 
always had set her sights for 
orange blossoms as she would 
frankly tell you at the drop of a 
canape, But the orange blossoms 
were not in profusion during her 
first marriage to Shaw, who 
wished to get away from every- 
thing. Nor were they notable by 
their presence at either of Lana’s 
two marriages to Crane, who had 
other things on his mind at the 
time as we shall see. On July 17, 
1942, Lana and Crane were sitting 
around after dinner with their 
friends, Linda Darnell and Alan 
Gordon. Somebody said something 
about elopements and off the 
foursome dashed to Las Vegas. 


Once there, Lana called 
that Judge George E. Marshall 
had done the honors for her mar- 
riage to Shaw in 1940, so Judge 
Marshall was routed out of bed 
and did a retake with Crane play- 
ing opposite Miss Turner this 
time. Back in Hollywood, Lana 
waxed ecstatic about her new 
husband, vowed that her career 
would have to play second fiddle 
to her marriage and promptly 
moved from her sumptuous home 
into the $150-a-month apartment 
Crane had been sharing with an- 
other man. Later when Lana’s 
studio importuned her to come 
back to the screen, she sublimely 
announced that having a baby 
was, at the moment, much more 
important to her than anything 
else in the world. Right then 
Lana was in for another bitter 
disillusionment. 
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RANE, it developed, had been 
C six months and two days too 

previous in eloping with Lana, 
for the interlocutory divorce de- 
cree obtained by his first wife, 
Carol Kurtz of Indianapolis, would 
not become final until Jan. 19, 
1943. So, under the California laws 
at the time, Lana’s marriage to 
Crane in Nevada was not recog- 
nizable.

something happened. The best 
guess, as well as the most. chival- 
rous, is that Lana had had enough. 
Turhan went into the Army, in- 
stead, worrying about losing his 
Turkish citizenship, and, perhaps, 
Lana to boot. 


Along came Peter Lawford, 
young movie player, followed by 
Robert Hutton, whom Lana spied 


at an evening affair as he was 
escorting his fiancee, Miss Cleatus 
Caldwell.

Lana, as consistent as she is 
honest, which is in the extreme, 
always picked square-faced men, 
preferably on the moody side, 
There was Rory Calhoun, dark, 
and somewhat on the bucolic side. 
And there was John Dall, Lana 
took one look at him through the 
smoke-filled cocktail hour, strolled 
over, said hello, and on the hook, 
from there on for a while, was Mr. 
John Dall. But there still was 
Tyrone Power in the world. And 
also the enigmatically charming 
Howard Hughes. 

Spotted, staked out and tethered 
by Lana, Power became probably 
the first man in the world to fly 
6000 miles because of love. In the 
opposite direction from Lana, he 
flew, that is. When he came back, 
he learned that Lana was waiting 
for him at La Guardia field, in 
New York, so he instructed his 
pilot to set him down at Wichita, 
Kan. One of the reasons for Ty- 
rone’s disinclination to fly back to 
Lana was that he was still mar- 
ried to, although estranged from, 
Anna Charpentier, Miss Charpen- 
tier is none other than Annabella, 
also of the movies, 


As has proved to be the case in 
most of Lana’s affairs of the heart, 
she met Tyrone at a Hollywood 
party. And Lana swung from Hol- 
lywood to Mexico, or wherever Ty- 
rone might be on location at the 
moment, There was one occasion,

When the comings and go- 
ings of Lana and John Alden be- 
came un-hideable and trans-conti- 
nental, Mrs. John Alden Talbot Jr.

So sure, in fact, 
that the little girl who had come a 
long way from her home-town of 
Wallace, Idaho, was around Holly- 
wood and New Tork having bou- 
doir linen monogrammed “L T H.” 
The “H” was to designate her 
status as the wife of Hughes, 


But Hughes is still a bachelor 
today. Just exactly what hap- 
pened and how the tumultous 


Miss Turner felt about the whole 


affair has remained a secret re- 
tained by her and the chivalrous 
Hughes, But anyone who under 
stands the temper and tempera- 
ment of Lana and the consistent 
reluctance of Hughes to relinquish 
bachelorhood will whisper to you 
that Lana undoubtedly overplayed 
her hand. 


The only possible method to 
conjecture on what the future 
holds for Lana Turner as Mrs. 
Henry J. (Bob) Topping Jr. is 
to look at the marital records of 
the honeymooning couple, It could 
be that each, having run through 
enough romances to horrify a king 
of France, is now resolved that 
this is the real thing. It could also 
be that the new Mr. and Mrs. 
Topping will settle down after 
their European honeymoon and 
make a joint career out of mar- 
riage instead of night clubs. 


Start with their own private ro- 
mance, for instance. Lana had 


just been named as co-respondent 


in the separation suit of the young 
bride of John Alden Talbot Jr., so 
Lana included herself out, as far 
as the unhappy Mr. Talbot was 
concerned, and promptly focused 
her attractiveness on Bob Topping,. 
even though Topping was married 
to Arline Judge at the time. 
N around night spots as well as 
either Lana or Topping or 
both. The upshot was that Arline 
started divorce proceedings. When 
the divorce was granted, Lana and 
Bob were married. Now, with 
this background of the Lana-Bob 
romance, crystal-ball gazers are 
inclined to gaze into the incredibly 
complicated maize of Lana’s and 


Bob’s individual romances and 
marriages, not forgetting Arline's. 


Bob Topping was first married 
to Jane Shadduck, a B 
chorus beauty. Next he was wed 
to Gloria (Mimi) Baker, the rank- 
ing glamor deb of 1937 and heir- 
ess to several milliohs of a head 
ache powder fortune. This, like 
the first marriage, ended in di- 
vorce. His next marriage was to 
Arline, who was the divorced wife 
of Topping’s brother, Dan. This 
made Bob the stepfather and 
uncle, simultaneously, of Arline’s 
and Dan’s son.

They toured with a song and piano act for two years and then 
Tom joined up with a unit show whose master of ceremonies 
was a combination violinist and comedian named Jack Benny. 
We don't know the fate, or even the name, of his erstwhile 
companion, After 106 weeks in vaudeville, Tom decided that 
radio was more than a passing fad and that it might even 
have a future. So he auditioned with KFWB in Hollywood 

, and was hired by a program director named Billie Dunn to 

do two song-and-patter programs a week at $7.50 a program. 
Not. long after he married Billie Dunn, and they had two chil- 
dren, Gloria Anne, now 19, and Tom Jr., 14. They lived, pre- 
sumably happily, in a handsome, English style house on the 

‘ outskirts of Encino, and that's about all that is recorded about 
his home and family life. 
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@ TOM GOT UP INTO THE BIG TIME in radio, His first 
big show, plugging a hair restorer, paid him $500 a week. Then 
they made him an executive at KFWB. The breakfast show 
idea was conceived by an advertising man to bolster up a sag- 
ging Hollywood restaurant named Sardi’s, For a while the 
program had to be bolstered, too. In fact, Tom even sent 
taxicabs for women to get them to come down to breakfast. 
But slowly the thing, or Tom, began to catch on and women 
started flocking to the place. In fact, they were standing in 
line before daybreak to get in. In time the show was being 
carried on 220 stations, many more than any other program. 
A survey showed that when he was on the air better than half 
the nation’s millions of radio sets were turned to him.

He made a movie called “Breakfast in Hollywood” 
in 1946 and appeared in person with it here.

girl. Yet police were unable to 
pick up a single trace of her. 
They canvassed the route between 
Nassau and Bleecker streets, a 
distance of almost two miles, No 
one had seen Mary. 


On Wednesday several fisher- 
men found her body floating in 
the Hudson river not far from 
Hoboken. She had been brutally 
murdered. Her face was bat- 
tered beyond recognition. 


A piece of lace torn from an 
undergarment was tied so tightly 
about her neck that it had cut 
into the flesh and was almost 
hiddén from view. Her arms were 
bent over her chest and there 
were cord burns on both wrists.

Her dress was torn and so was 
one of her slips.

The action by 
the family to avoid notoriety gave 
rise to the rumor that the victim 
was not Mary. 


Suspicion fell upon Payne be- 
cause he had failed to call for 
Mary and he was arrested, only 
to be released, when he presented 
an alibi that accounted for every 
minute of his time. Several other

her engagement Payne as final 
were held on the basis of vague 
gossip but were, cleared. When 
no headway had been made by 
the end of the week a reward was 
offered and immunity promised to 
any accomplice who talked, 


Conflicting stories began to ar- 
rive at headquarters, A hackman 
belatedly reported that a girl re- 
sembling Mary, accompanied by a 
dark man, had ferried across the 
river Sunday morning, The wom- 
an owner of an inn at Hoboken 
said a pretty girl and a dark man 
had refreshments at her place and 
then entered the nearby woods, a 
well-known lovers’ lane. Shortly 
after they left a group of rowdy 
men entered the inn and after 
eating and drinking left without 
paying their bill. 
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HE men took the path leading 

to the woods, Later the inn 

keeper heard a girl scream, 
but paid no attention because 
scream were fairly common in 
the ting spot. Near dusk the 
rowdies returned and crossed the 
river in a hurry. 


A different story was told in an 
anonymous letter by a man who 
said he had been on the Jersey 
side of the river when he saw a 
boat coming from New York with 
a well-dressed girl and six men.

He reasons that since Mary 
did not appear at all at her aunt’s 
home on Sunday, it shows that 
she had made a secret date. 

He deduces that the dark com- 
plexioned man was the naval of- 
ficer — sailors are usually sun- 
burned men.

As his final argument he pre- 
sents an actual clipping from a 
newspaper several days after the 
murder which reported that an 
empty boat had been found on the 
river on Monday.

ST. JOHN’S, Newfoundland, May 
8 (AP)—Economi¢ unton with the 
United States has become one of 
the hottest issues in Newfound- 


land’s forthcoming election to 
change its status as a colonial 
dependency of Great Britain. 

The date for the balloting has 
not been fixed, but it probably 
will be early in June after the 
Newfoundland sealing fleets re- 
turn and before the codfishing 
fleets go out. And the liveliest 
issue won't even be on the ballot. 
Newfoundland, bleak island of 
320,000 inhabitants at the mout 
of the St, Lawrence river, once 
enjoyed independent dominion | 
status Hike Canada, It reverted to 
colonial position in 1934 owing to 
inability'to manage its $100,000,000 | 
national debt. 

Britain now has agreed to let 
Newfoundlanders choose a new 
form of government by plebiscite. 
The ballot provides these alterna- 
tives:

Differences in Question of Defining Negro— 
Sometimes the Practice Doesn’t Con- 
form to the Statute. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 8 (AP) 
~The hottest word in the South 


today is segregation. 

Gov. Fielding Wright of Missis- 
sippi calls it the South’s “one and 
only ble answer.” Walter 
White says democracy cannot be 
attained within its framework. 
White is executive secretary of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People. 

Both statements were made re- 
eently in the South. Both speakers 
were discussing the President's 
civil rights program.

ractice segregation. That sounds 
— It isn't. 

First, whom shall you gsegre- 
gate? How do you tell a white 
person from a Negro? 

In most cases, by color. But 
there is a large minority of per- 
sons whose color doesn’t establish 
them positively as white or Negro. 

No Definition in Louisiana. 

Some states say any descendant 
of Negro ancestors, no matter 
how far removed, is a Negro. 
Others settle for descendants to 
the third generation, At least one 
state—Louisiana—doesn’t say. 

Tennessee includes “mulattoes, 
mestizos and their descendants,” 
Georgia says “all Negroes, mulat- 
toes, and their descendants having 
any ascertainable trace of Negro, 
African, West Indian or Asiatic 
blood.“ 

Even after the definition is set- 
Ued, the problem of applying it by 
tracing ancestry remains. 

Then there is another question. 
How shall segregation be accom- 
plished? 

The dictionary says the way is 
“to separate or cut off from oth- 
ers or from the general mass or 
main body; to set apart; to iso- 
late; to seclude.” 

Short of complete geographical 
division, that cannot be done, So 
you decide how much segregation 
you want, and what kind, and at 
what point segregation becomes 
discrimination. 

Tests for Systems. 

“Separate but equal” is a South- 
ern byword in talk of segregation. 
Some Negro leaders argue that 
separation denies equality. Others 
and some white spokesmen with 
them the principle is all 
right but that the separate facili- 
ties aren't equal. This brings on 
frequent tests of the systems— 
particularly in schooling and 
transportation. 

These and other elements have 
helped make the whole segrega- | 
tion pattern confused, So much, | 
in fact, that a Southern Negro 
educator says members of his race 
who move from one locality to 
another are in constant bewilder- 
ment and uncertainty as to what 
the pattern is. 

Couldn’t they just read the law? 

No, because laws are only a 
part of the segregation systems. 
Besides, the white South may en- 
force one of its segregation laws 
rigidly and ignore another. 

Virginia provided a striking ex- 
ample of that recently. A public 
hearing was held on a proposal 
to repeal laws providing for seg- 
regation in public gatherings, as- 
sembly and transportation. The 
proposal was killed—but the hear- 
ing was unsegregated. 

Transportation Provision. 

Alabama says any motor vehicle 
carrying white and Nego passen- 
gers for hire must separate them 
by a partition of “metal, wood, 
strong cloth or other material” 
which shall obstruct vision be- 
tween the sections’. But the busses 
on Alabama’s highways look just 
like those in a Northern state. 

Louisiana’s Democratic party 
forms for calling primaries specify 
that electors shall be white—but 
Negroes have voted in increasing 
numbers in party primaries, with 
the consent of party leaders. 

_Another difficulty is that you 
cannot predict one segregation 
Sena on the basis of another. 

phis officials refused to allow 
an unsegregated showing of the 
Freedom Train, but did not object 
to a similar exhibit of a new 
streamlined passenger train. In 
Louisville, there is no segregation 
on city busses, but Negroes are 
barred from some department 
stores. In many other Southern 
cities where bus segregation is 
the rule, Negroes move freely in 
the department stores. 

Some states lean heavily on cus- 
tom, others provide intricate de- 
tails in their statutes. 

North Carolina specifies the ex- | 
act seat which every person of | 
either race shall take on entering 
a city bus—“ the first vacant seat 
or unoccupied space nearest the 
front or rear end, depending on 
color.” 

Mississippi makes it a mis- 
demeanor to print or distribute 
arguments favoring social equal- 
ity or intermarriage. Alabama 
provides that each jail must have 
four separate compartments—for 
white men, white women, Negro 


A full report on segregation 
laws and customs in the South 
would fill a library. But here's 
a sampling: 

1. Inter marriage is forbidden. 

2. Separate schools are uni- 
versal. Some states specifically 
forbid the attendance of both 
races at private as well as public 
schools, Generally, Negroes’ at- 
tempts in recent years to enter 
white Southern schools have been 
on the college or graduate level. 
The University of Arkansas re- 
cently admitted a Negro law stu- 
dent, but provided that his in- 
struction must be separate. 

3. Segregation is universal in 
hotels, restaurants and places of 
entertainment. Some restaurants 
and many movies provide sepa- 
rate entrances and separate facili- 
ties for Negroes within the same 
building. 

4. The vast body of law on trans- 
portation adds up to separation 
on busses and trains, in waiting 
rooms, and sometimes in taxicab 
facilities. Busses are generally 
loaded with Negroes in the rear 
and white persons in the front, 
sometimes with wooden partitions, 
curtains or adjustable markers di- 
viding the sections. Trains usual- 
ly carry coaches for Negroes in 
the front and those for whites in 
the rear. 

5. Segregation of interstate car- 
riers depends on the mode of 
transport. 

In the vast majority of cases, 


extra cost—if one is available. The 

races have been separated in din- 

ing cars, but a recent Supreme 

Court ruling requires that all din- 

—— must be seated in regular or- 
er. 

6. Housing is almost universally 
separate except in some “twilight” 
economic areas or in the case of 
servants’ quarters—which are cus- 
tomarily under a separate roof. 

7. Athletic contests in which both 
races participate are against the 
law in some places and counter 
to custom in most others, 

8. There is no fixed pattern of 
segregation in most stores and 
Government buildings. Custom 
sometimes dictates that Negroes 
wait until white persons are 
served. 

9. Negroes are voting in increas- 
ing numbers, especially in cities. 
The voting may or may not be 
segregated, depending on the lo- 
cality. For the region as a whole 
the practice is still exceptional. 

10. Interracial meetings are held 
in many localities, but they are 
the exception and involve a small 
percentage of either race. Unseg- 
regated interracial meetings are 
prohibited in some areas.

to Help Them Solve.

LONDON, May 8 (AP) —Eight 
Oxford and Cambridge students 


will head for Africa this summer 
to help harried farmers battle the 
crop-eating fish of Gambia. While 
they are at it, they hope to think 
up a scarecrow which will frighten 
off a hippopotamus, 

The special problems of the 
colony’s farmers arise from the 
fact that they raise rice in flooded 
paddy fields along the river banks. 
The fish move right in and feast 
on the young shoots. The hippo- 
potami wallow around and tramp 
down the standing crops, 

The farmers have tried using 
glittering or bright colored objects 
to drive away the hippopotami, 
but the ravages continue, 

The students plan to experiment 
with ditches, because the animal 
is too clumsy to jump sharp low 
fences, because of his low slung 
chassis; electrified wiring, small 
detonations and flash lights. 

During their stay they also will 
study the living habits of the local 
tribes, ; 

The students include Francis 
Oxford, ornithologist 
and son of the scientist Dr. Julian 
Huxley.

NION cake is a hot appetizer which had its origin 
a in the inns and beer halls of South Ger- 
many. ade of sauteed onions on a base of rye 

dough and highly seasoned, it is a suitable companion 
for beer or cocktails. 

In making onion cake Chef Bob Worthy of Town Hall 
follows a recipe which has been in the proprietor's family 
for several generations. For the dough, yeast and sugar 
are dissolved in a bowl of lukewarm water. Shortening is 
added, then sifted rye flour and caraway seeds. is 
mixed to a smooth dough, covered with a cloth and set in 
a warm place for one hour to rise. 

To make the topping, onions are sliced thin and sauteed 
slowly in bacon fat for about 30 minutes. Onions should 
then 4 tender but not crisp. Remove from fire, add salt, 
flour and eggs. Mix well and spread on rye dough sheet. 
Sprinkle with bacon squares and bake in a slow oven (300 
degrees) for 40 minutes. 

INGREDIENTS: For dough, 10 cups rye flour, five 
tablespoons shortening, two tablespoons sugar, one table- 
spoon caraway seeds, four ounces yeast and one quart 
lukewarm water. For topping, two and one-half pounds 
Bermuda onions, two tablespoons flour, one and one-half 
tablespoons salt, two eggs, one-half pound sliced bacon 
cut in squares. These amounts will make two 12-by-20-inch 
onion cakes.
